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PORT  OF  BOSTON-1983  PERFORMANCE  FIGURES 


The  year  1983  marked  an  upturn  in  the  fortunes  of  the  Port  of 
Boston.  The  strong  New  England  economy  and  recovery  of  the 
U.S.  markets  resulted  in  a  strong  performance  for  inbound  cargo. 
Outbound  cargo  also  increased,  but  growth  was  constrained  by  the 
strong  U.S.  dollar  and  slower  recovery  abroad,  particularly  in  the 
European  markets,  so  important  to  New  England  exporters. 

In  1983  the  port  handled  16.8  million  tons  of  cargo.  Ninety-five  per- 
cent of  this  was  bulk  tonnage  (primarily  fuel  products)  handled  at 
the  port's  private  terminals.  The  remaining  5  percent  is  high  value 
general  cargo  handled  at  the  public  terminals  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority. 

General  cargo  tonnage  handled  in  the  Port  of  Boston  increased  by 
11  percent  to  870,750  tons  in  1983,  compared  to  an  increase  of  only 
2.8  percent  nationwide.  The  growth  in  business  occurred  in  both 
inbound  (14  percent  increase)  and  outbound  (5  percent  increase) 
tonnage.  This  is  the  greatest  volume  of  general  cargo  handled  in 
Boston  since  the  onset  of  the  recession  in  1980. 

Eighty-four  percent  of  the  general  cargo  handled  in  Boston  is  con- 
tainerized, moving  through  Moran  Terminal  in  Charlestown  or 
Berths  14  and  17  at  Conley  Terminal  in  South  Boston.  Other  major 
general  cargo  commodities  handled  in  Boston  include  imported 
automobiles,  lumber  and  newsprint.  General  cargo  handled  at 
Boston's  facilities  is  valued  at  an  average  of  $2969  per  ton,  nearly 
twice  the  national  average.

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PORT  OF  BOSTON— 1984  PERFORMANCE  FIGURES 


By  all  indications,  19S4  was  a  banner  year  for  the  marine  facilities  in 
the  Port  of  Boston.  The  seaport  performed  beyond  all  expectations, 
despite  the  two  week  port-wide  strike  early  in  the  year. 

In  19S4  the  port  handled  17.6  million  tons  of  cargo.  Ninety-four 
percent  of  this  was  bulk  tonnage  (primarily  fuel  products)  handled  at 
the  port's  private  terminals.  The  remaining  six  percent  is  high  value 
general  cargo  handled  at  the  public  terminals  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority. 

General  cargo  handled  in  19S4  totalled  1,022,272  tons,  a  17  percent  ^Sftoiy^^hty 
increase  over  1983,  and  the  first  time  since  1972  that  tonnage  exceeded 
one  million.  The  container  terminals  handled  more  than  136,776 
twenty  foot  equivalent  units  (TEU's)  in  19S4,  a  26  percent  increase 
over  19S3.  The  strong  activity  in  19S4  was  capped  off  in  the  final  three 
months  of  the  year  when  total  general  cargo  tonnage  exceeded  the 
same  period  of  19S3  by  41  percent,  and  the  total  number  of  containers 
topped  1983  levels  by  57  percent.  Year-end  statistics  also  indicate  that 
more  than  78,000  automobiles  entered  the  Port  in  1984,  a  10  percent 
increase  over  1983,  and  an  all-time  record.  Lumber  tonnage  was  down 
nearly  24  percent,  reflecting  national  trends. 

Eighty-two  percent  of  the  general  cargo  handled  in  Boston  is  contain- 
erized, moving  through  Moran  Terminal  in  Charlestown  or  Berths  11, 
14,  and  17  at  Conley  Terminal  in  South  Boston.  Automobiles  are 
disch  arged  and  processed  at  Massport  Marine  Terminal  and  Conley 
Terminal,  and  newsprint  shipments  are  received  at  Mystic  Pier  1  in 
Charlestown.  General  cargo  handled  at  Boston's  facilities  is  valued  at 
an  average  of  $3594  per  ton,  twice  the  national  average. 

The  U.S.  trade  imbalance  continues  to  be  reflected  in  the  Port  of 
Boston's  year-end  tonnage  figures.  While  the  Port's  inbound  container 
tonnage  grew  by  27  percent,  reflecting  the  strength  of  the  U.S.  dollar, 
export  container  tonnage  decreased  seven  percent.

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1986  PORT  OF  BOSTON  REPORT 

The  Port  of  Boston  handled  more  than  25.9  million  tons  of  cargo  in 
1986.  Ninety-five  percent  of  this  was  bulk  tonnage,  primarily  fuel 
products,  handled  at  the  port's  private  terminals.  The  remaining  five 
percent  was  high  value  general  cargo  handled  at  the  three  public 
terminals  owned  and  operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority. 

General  cargo  handled  in  the  Port  of  Boston  increased  8%  to 
1.1  million  tons  in  1986.  This  growth  compares  to  a  2.5  percent  increase 
for  the  North  Atlantic  Port  Range  and  less  than  one  percent  for  all 
U.S.  ports.  Growth  occurred  in  both  inbound  (7.4%)  and  outbound 
cargo  (9.3%).  The  strong  growth  in  export  cargo  is  particularly 


encouraging  as  it  reverses  recent  trends.  In  total,  Boston's  general 
cargo  is  valued  at  $3600  per  ton,  twice  the  national  average. 

In  support  of  the  local  economy,  the  Port  of  Boston  not  only 
generated  6,917  jobs,  but  also  contributed  $363  million  from  those 
regional  industries  that  obtained  revenues  directly  through  utilization 
of  port  facilities  and  services. 

Eighty-seven  percent  of  Boston's  general  cargo  is  containerized.  In 
1986  Boston  handled  record,  container  tonnage  for  theiettrtxf  2) 
^cor^ec^rvSyi^^Trie  963,186  tons  of  container  cargo  handled  were  a 
v7%"  increase  over  1985.  The  Port's  three  container  terminals  handled 
143,500  twenty-foot  equivalent  units  (TEU's)  in  1986. 

1986  was  also  a  record  year  for  automobiles,  Boston's  major  non- 
containerized  cargo.  102,685  autos  were  processed  through  the  port's 
facilities,  a  17%  increase  over  1985! 

Major  accomplishments  during  1986  included  ratification  of  a  new 
three  year  labor  contract  which  reduced  costs  for  steamship  lines  using 
the  port  by  more  than  15%,  initiation  of  a  $7  million  expansion  of  the 
Conley  Container  Terminal,  and  purchase  of  the  former  Revere  Sugar 
Terminal  in  Charlestown. 

Changes  in  the  shipping  industry  and  international  trade  picture 
will  continue  to  challenge  the  Port  of  Boston  during  1987.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  you  to  maintain  the  vitality  of  the  port 
during  the  coming  year.

1987  PORT  OF  BOSTON  REPORT 


In  1987,  the  Port  of  Boston  handled  a  total  of  18.3  million  tons  of 
general  and  bulk  cargo.  Ninety-four  percent  of  this  cargo  was  bulk 
tonnage,  primarily  fuel  products,  received  and  discharged  at  the  private 
terminals  located  in  the  Port  of  Boston. 

The  remaining  six  percent,  1.1  million  tons,  was  high  value  general 
cargo  (valued  at  approximately  $4535  per  ton),  moving  through  the  three  <5j>* 
public  terminals  owned  and  operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority:  Moran  Terminal,  Conley  Terminal  and  Harbor  Gateway 
Terminal  using  7,155  feet  of  berthing  space,  five  30  to  70  ton  capa^j^  <£> 
gantry  cranes,  nine  40  ton  Letourneau  container  lifting  cranes  and^^ 
numerous  pieces  of  yard  operation  equipment. 


The  Port  of  Boston  is  the  only  major  container  port  in  the  New 


England  region.  Eighty-six  percent  of  Boston's  general  cargo  is  contain-  ^ 
erized.  More  than  136,817  twenty-foot  equivalents  (TEUs)  were  handled 
at  the  port's  three  container  terminals  in  1987.

Although  the  world  economy  fluctuated  continuously  in  1987,  the 
impact  on  the  Port  of  Boston's  international  waterborne  trade  has  been 
minimal.  Increases  in  commodities  imported  and  exported  through  the 
port  occurred  primarily  in  containerized  exports  ( +  2%),  automobile  ton- 
nage ( +  2%),  plywood  &  hardboard  ( +  27%),  and  RoRo  cargo  ( +  88%) 
over  the  levels  generated  during  its  first  year  of  operation  in  1986. 

Last  year  was  also  the  sixth  consecutive  record  year  for  automobiles, 
Boston's  major  non-containerized  cargo.  A  reported  103,665  auto- 
mobiles, a  two  percent  increase  over  1986,  were  processed  through  the 
Port's  auto  facilities. 

Massport's  accomplishments  in  1987  to  ensure  the  Port  of  Boston 
remains  prosperous  included  the  completion  of  Conley  Container 
Terminal's  $7  million  expansion,  increased  direct  Port  of  Boston  service, 
utilization  of  the  Revere  Sugar  Terminal,  and  the  completion  of  the 
Coastal  Cement  facility  at  the  Harbor  Gateway  Terminal. 

The  impact  of  the  Trade  Bill  and  the  declining  value  of  the  dollar  will 
present  significant  challenges  for  bulk  cargos  to  the  shipping  industry 
and  international  trade  in  1988.  Massport  looks  forward  to  working  with 
you  again  in  the  coming  year.

General  (non-bulk)  cargo  is  shipped  through  the  public  terminals  of  the  Port  of  Boston,  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority.  In  1987,  1,083,458  tons  of  waterborne 
general  cargo,  valued  at  more  than  $4.9  billion,  were  handled  at  the  Port.  The  Port  of  Boston's 
general  cargo,  valued  at  $4535  per  ton,  is  the  highest  value  cargo  in  America,  twice  the 
national  average.  In  1987,  eighty-six  percent  of  Boston's  general  cargo  was  shipped  in  containers 
(standardized  20  or  40  foot  metal  boxes)  on  regularly  scheduled  direct,  barge  and  feeder 
shiplines. 

General  cargo  shipped  through  Boston  reflects  the  composition  of  New  England  industries 
and  the  consumption  patterns  of  the  region's  residents.

1988  PORT  OF  BOSTON  REPORT 


In  1988  the  Port  of  Boston  handled  a  total  of  21.1  million  tons  of  cargo. 
Ninety-five  percent  of  this  was  bulk  tonnage,  primarily  fuel  products 
received  and  discharged  at  the  private  terminals  located  in  the  Port 
of  Boston. 

The  remaining  1.1  million  tons  was  high  value  general  cargo  that 
moved  through  the  port's  three  public  terminals  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority:  Moran  Terminal,  Conley  Terminal, 
and  Harbor  Gateway  Terminal.  129,709  container  TEU's  were  handled 
at  these  terminals  in  1988. 

In  1988,  general  cargo  volumes  exceeded  one  million  tons  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year.  Total  container  cargo  grew  by  2.1  percent,  with  con- 
tainer export  tonnage  increasing  more  than  14  percent.  Monthly  volumes 
at  the  Port  grew  from  80,000  tons  in  January  to  well  over  106,000  tons 
by  December.  Imports  of  automobiles  declined  by  9  percent  during  1988, 
primarily  in  response  to  the  appreciation  of  the  yen.  The  Port's  automobile 
terminals  remained  busy  however,  processing  over  94,000  automobiles. 

The  Port  of  Boston  is  New  England's  gateway  to  international  markets 
and  is  the  region's  only  full-service  container  port.  Home  to  numerous 
international  corporations,  the  New  England  economy  is  thriving  on  a 
mixture  of  high  technology,  manufacturing,  medicine,  and  education. 
Testimony  to  the  region's  vitality  in  1988  was  the  selection  of  Boston  as 
the  first  Port  of  Call  for  the  Atlantic  Class  Vessels  from  Europe  and  the 
resurgence  of  container  rail  service  to  the  Midwest. 

In  1988  Massport  continued  its  commitment  to  the  working  port.  This 
commitment  included  the  purchase  of  the  former  Army  Base  property  in 
South  Boston  and  the  expansion  of  the  container  yard  capacity  at  Moran 
Terminal.  Massport  is  working  with  city  and  state  officials  to  maintain 
accessibility  to  the  waterfront  and  improve  truck  access  to  the  terminals 
during  the  construction  phase  of  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel  and  Central 
Artery  projects.  Truck  access  to  the  terminals  will  be  via  the  Bypass  Haul 
Road  in  South  Boston.  This  road  is  specifically  designed  to  handle  truck 
traffic  to  and  from  thq^aterfront.
